the most effective load in the .45 Auto 
Rim Case, for all purposes, including 
police work. 

Now, let us look at the time-tried old 
.45 Colt, that will never wear out, it 
seems. These guns vary to beat the devil 
in both chamber throats and groove di- 
ameters and one has to size his bullets 
exactly to groove diameters of the par- 
ticular gun he uses. My bullet is cast not 
softer than one-to-16 tin and lead. I 
back it with 5 grains to 6 grains of Bulls- 
eye for a light load and 10 grains of 
Unique for a heavier load and 18.5 
grains of 2400 for a full load. These all 
worked very well, but the full load 
should only be used in smokeless pow- 
der guns or guns fitted with modern 
steel cylinders. 

The .45 Colt cases were notoriously 
weak. I once had the cartridge head 
blow off with 30 grains of black powder 
and a 300-grain .45-90 Winchester bul- 
let, sized down to .454 to fit my gun. 
The escaping gas broke off the loading 
gate and drove it through the top of my 
trigger finger. 

Many, many times .45 Colt case heads 
would pull off in the resizing die, until I 
quit the cartridge in favor of the .44 
Special, way back in the late ’20s. I 
never have used it extensively since, as 
I found the .44 Special could be loaded 
to higher velocity with the same weight 
bullet and better sectional density and 
accuracy. The .45 Colt chambers were 
simply too thin to stand much pressure. 

I even had one .45 SA blow up, but 
good! It happened with a case full of 
King’s Semi-Smokeless and a 260-grain 
government soft lead bullet. The cases 
had been fired many times and primer 
pockets had enlarged until the primers 
were not a tight fit. Two rounds went 
off at once. I believe this was caused by 
set-back of the loaded cartridges against 
the recoil shield and a loose primer deto- 
nated in the cartridge to the left of the 
one fired in the barrel. 

At any rate, the top strap and three 
chambers departed the gun and one 
piece of cylinder cut through the door 
panel into my bedroom. Another piece 
I later found in the bronc corral and I 
guess the top strap is going yet. That is 
one time when I learned a bit about 
heavy pressures in the .45 Colt. 

Gas-check cups are useless on revolver 
bullets, in my estimation. They raise 
pressures from 3 to 5 thousand psi. 
Also, they do not upset to fill the cham- 
ber throats, and do allow gas to cut by 
them in the chamber throats to blow the 
lubricant out of the grease groove and 
melt the driving bands on the bullet. 
Often, there is also further gas cutting 
of the top strap of the gun at the barrel 
and cylinder junction. 

Really, the best shape of base for re- 
volvers is my hollow-base version, that 
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
